President calls off news conference 


WASHINGTON (U P I» 
President Nixon ( ailed off a 
nationally televised evening news conference today 
which had been expected to focus on the Middle East 
crisis and his handling of the Watergate controversy 
It marked the second time in as many days that Nixon 
had abruptly switched signals He originally had planned 
to deliver a nation-wide address to the people of the 
Watergate situation Wednesday night 


This was abandoned Wednesday in favor of the now 
canceled news conference, set for 9 p m EDT tonight 
Shortly before noon. Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L 
Warren said Nixon was < ailing off the meeting with 
newsmen so he could concentrate on the still-tense 
events in the Middle East. 
Warren said the news conference would be1 held 
sometime Friday at a time to be announc ed later 
“ The President has been concentrating on the Mid 
east 
war and will be throughout the day.” he 
said.“ Based on this he has decided to postpone his news 
conference until tomorrow ” 


Last 
night. 
Nixon conferred 
with Cabinet-level 
diplomatic and military advisers at the White House, 
after Soviet Ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin handed 
Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger what was 
described as a “ rough and threatening" note 
The note informed the United States that the Soviet 
Union would 
send 
troops 
into the Middle East 
unilaterally unless the uneasy cease-fire holds. 
Sen. Henry Jackson. D-Wash , said the Soviet note 
inv.ted the United States to jointly police the cease-fire 
and accused the Israelis of violating the agreement to 
halt hostilities. 
Throughout the morning, the President held a series of 
major meetings on developments in the Middle East, 
including his ordering what the White House described 
as a precautionary alert of U.S. military and air units 
both at home and abroad. 
Nixon conferred again today with a bipartisan group of 
congressional leaders and with the National Security 
Council as well as Kissinger. 
The developments overshadowed for the moment the 


furor over his firing of Special Watergate Prosecutor Ar 
chibald Cox. his turning over of White House tapes to 
U S 
District Judge John J. Sirica, and moves in 
Congress to create a new special prosecutor s post 
The President s aides have told him they believe that 
impeachment talk, which began with his weekend firing 
of Prosecutor Archibald Cox. has abated somewhat since 
Tuesday, when he backed down in his confrontation with 
the

and 
agreed 
to 
relinquish 
his 
taped 
conversations. 
But AFL-CIO President George Meany calk'd for 
Nixons 
impeachment 
or 
resignation 
Wednesday, 
delivering what was probably Meany’s most severe 
attack ever against Nixon “ The events of the last 
several days.” Meany said, “ prove the dangerous 
emotional instability of the President 
The White House immediately condemned Meany s 
charge as “ one of the most incredible, inexcusable, 
irresponsible statements ever made by a man in a 
position to have his comments reported in the national 
news media.”

G. “ Bebe” Rebozo, a close friend of 
President Nixon, cashed 900 shares 
of stolen stock in 1968, selling one 
third of them after he was notified 
by an insurance investigator they 
were stolen, the Washington Post 
reported today. 
The 
stock, 
worth 
more 
than 
$300,000, allegedly was stolen by the 
Mafia in 1968 from E. F. Hutton & 
Co. brokers in New York, according 
to federal prosecutors. Evidence 
that 
Rebozo 
cashed 
the 
International 
Business 
Machines 
Corp. 
(IBM ) 
certificates 
was 
contained in records of a Miami 
civil suit filed by Hutton seeking 
repayment by Rebozo, the Post 
reported. 
Rebozo allegedly was told by 


George H. Riley Jr., an investigator 
for Continental Insurance Co., which 
insured Hutton, that the stocks were 
stolen. 


According to court records quoted 
by the Post, Riley tried to notify 
Rebozo twice in October, 1968, 
before the banker sold any of the 
stock but was refused appointments 
on grounds Rebozo was too busy 
helping 
with 
Nixon’s 
election 
campaign. 


But Riley was quoted as saying he 
met with Rebozo five days after the 
second appointment was canceled, 
verified 
that 
the 
missing 
certificates bore the same serial 
numbers as Rebozo’s, but still found 
him to be uncooperative.

The Friends of Santa Barbara 
County has taken the position the 
controversial State Water Project is 
the “ most economically feasible 
source for supplemental water” for 
this 
county 
in 
the 
foreseeable 
future, and is urging the Board of 
Supervisors 
to 
take 
a 
“ firm 
position” 
with 
regard 
to 
supplemental water for the county, 
and 
“ so 
advise” 
the 
county’s 
general plan consultants. 
The water problem facing the 
county is seen as one of 12 “ areas of 
concern” 
facing 
the 
task 
of 
consultants and county planners 
assigned to revise the county’s 1965 
general plan at a cost expected to 
reach about $450,000. 
A 
statement 
to 
the 
county 
supervisors signed by Andrew T. 
Petersen, of Santa Ynez Valley, 
president 
of 
the “ Friends” 
organization, spells out the problem 
areas seen by them as facing the 


county 
and 
the San Francisco 
consultant firm of Livingston and 
Blayney 
The statement, while not making 
an issue of the qualifications of the 
consultants, nevertheless finds fault 
with the consultants' preliminary 
report 
concerning 
open 
space 
purchase. Petersen said the initial 
report suggests that “ large parcels 
of land could be purchased in order 
to create open space. ” 
Petersen stressed that any plan to 
buy additional land for open space 
would 
“ tend 
to 
disregard 
the 
Williamson 
Act 
(agricultural 
preserve 
program i; 
would 
be 
enormously expensive, and would 
create 
additional 
taxes . ” 
He 
pointed out more than 40 percent of 
the county is now under public 
ownership, 
including 
national 
forests, parks and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 


In addition. Petersen stated there 
are “ some indications” by the 
consultants 
that 
point 
toward 


making 
the 
general 
plan 
a 
“ specific, 
inflexible 
document, 
extremely difficult to change or 
modify ” The general plan should De 
flexible, without any “ freeze” of 
zoning, the “ Friends” claim, he 
showed 
The statement also makes the 
following points: 
— A “ water shortage now existing 
in many county areas” could affect 
the “ entire county in a few years.“ 
Hence the need for a firm water 
policy on State Water and also 
considering all other alternative 
water 
sources 
to 
fully 
inform 
voters. Need for a study of water 
requirements 
for 
the 
county's 
increasing agricultural efforts was 
also cited, along with the suggestion 
the general plan study include 
methods of providing supplemental 
water for the next 50 years 
- The revised general plan should 
project ahead for a “ minimum of 10 
years, 
to 
avoid 
excessive 
expenditures for frequent updating

SACRAMENTO < U PI) 
- Load pollution 
alongside 
freeways 
greatly exceeds 
state health standards at a 
sampling of Southern California sites, a freeway pollution 
study indicated today 
The report, compiled for the state Air Resources Board, 
said lead levels 300 feet downwind from a freeway were 
nearly seven times the permissible state level 


If this level is typical, that site would greatly exceed the 
California air quality criterion for suspended lead,” the 
University of California at Davis report said 


Compiled by scientists at the university’s Crocker 
Nuclear Laboratory, the report estimated that 37 per cent 
of the lead in gasoline is emitted into the air as pollution 
The same was found to be true of other pollutants, such as 
sulpher and bromide 


The report concluded that major factors in the concentra­ 
tion of pollution near freeways were weather and the design 
of the freeway itself. At one site, for example, lead 
pollution downwind was four times as great as upwind 


Overall, the report concluded that two-thirds of the 
particulate pollution found near freeways came from 
vehicle emissions

Menzel would have to run for election 


Use of trailers a vexing problem 


Proliferating use of trailers for housing purposes in rural 
areas where neighbors object is becoming more and more 
of a vexing problem for the County Planning Commission 
Faced with three more trailer requests this week, the 
commission wound up approving one and discovered 
problems inherent in two other cases 
Neighbors entered objections to the request of Esther K. 
Arine to allow temporary use of a trailer as a single family 
dwelling for full-time farm employes in the Ballard area. 
The commission continued the matter to Dec. 5, with the 
staff to investigate whether the trailer on the premises, 
described by one neighbor as a “ giant mobile home,’’ was 
a trailer or a modular home. The site is on the east side of 
Alamo Pintado Rd., one half mile north of Baseline Ave. 
Commissioner John Adam said ‘‘there are trailers all 
over the county probably in violation ‘ He felt a one-year 
“ grace period ’ be allowed to be followed by a general 
county crackdown and “stiff fines” for offenders who 
hadn't observed county ordinances. 
“ This would serve as a deterrent,” Adam felt. 
But Deputy County Counsel Susan Trescher said “ many 
persons don’t know they are in violation and it wouldn't 
serve as a deterrent in their cases.” 
She added that the courts “ are more interested in 
compliance rather than penalties first and compliance 
later.” Under present procedures, zoning complaints go to 
the district attorney for enforcement. 
Adam pointed out problems are piling up in not only the 


Tepusquet Canyon area but now also in the Cuyama area. 
Miss Trescher suggested more zoning investigators 
might be one answer with “ more surveillance.” The county 
now chiefly relies on neighbors to report violations, she 
said, and many of them don’t bother to report, or feel 
uncomfortable in doing so. 
Mrs. Charis Bratt pointed out there now are pending 
some building code revisions requiring land use permits 
which “ can plug up loopholes” in the matter of illegal 
trailer locations. 
The filing fee for those seeking trailer permits is now $75. 
This might be increased to raise revenues so more 
investigators can be named, suggested Commissioner Zita 
Nielsen. But Commissioner Robert Lilley said he felt this 
would “penalize those who abided by the law." 
The commission also ran into the problem of a request of 
Bernard R. Brannagan for a use permit to allow a mobile 
home as a 
permanent single family dwelling in the 
Tepusquet area east of Sisquoe The location is northeast of 
the Henderson Ave. - Foxen Canyon Rd. intersection. 
Meanwhile, the commission granted a conditional use 
permit to Don E. Rowland, former Santa Barbara auto 
dealer, to set up a sales lot for mobile homes in Buellton on 
the south side of State Rt. 246, east of U.S. 101, in the area 
known as Town and Country Shopping Center. Rowland will 
be limited to a two-year permit and restricted to having 
four mobile homes on the site at one time. He said he would 
sell units to mobile home parks already set up.

Nixon vetoes bill 
limiting his power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon has vetoed a 
bill 
limiting 
his 
war 
powers, 
calling 
it 
“ both 
unconstitutional and dangerous to the best interests of our 
nation.” 
In his ninth veto message this year, Nixon charged 
Wednesday that had the proposed legislation been on the 
books in previous crises, such as in Berlin in 1961, Cuba in 
1962, the Congo in 1964 or Jordan in 1970, or during the 
current Middle East war, “ America’s effective response ... 
would have been vastly complicated or even made 
impossible.” 
Immediate reaction in Congress was to denounce the 
veto. At least three senators, Edmund Muskie, D-Maine; 
Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., and Joseph Montoya, D-N.M., vowed 
efforts to override it. But congressional sources said it was 
unlikely supporters of the measure could muster enough 
votes to override in the House, which must vote first. 


Vicks rub produces 
harmful effects? 


TORONTO (UPI) —Application of Vicks VapoRub to 
mice produces a significant lowering of their natural 
immunity to cold germs which can produce pneumonia, a 
team of Harvard researchers reported Wednesday. 
However, Dr. Gary L. Huber, who presented the report to 
the Fifth Fall Assembly of the American College of Chest 
Physicians, said the findings “ are not at this point an 
indictment against Vicks." 
In the report, the team emphasized that “ ...one cannot 
ever totally extrapolate the results of a response in mice 
directly to man.” 
The researchers reported that application of Vicks 
directly to the chests of mice or indirectly by steam 
vaporizer lowered their ability to kill bacteria. 


B om b blast outside school 


BELFAST (UPI) —A bomb exploded outside a school in 
the Bogside district of Londonderry today, injuring the 
principal of the school and the janitor, the army said. 
The blast was one of four reported in the city today, but 
the other explosions caused no casualties, an army 
spokesmn said. 
Initial reports from the scene said the bomb that 
exploded outside the school killed two suspected Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) gunmen and injured several 
persons, but the reports later turned out to be false, the 
army said. 
The spokesman said the other bombs demolished a cafe 
and a shoe shop and exploded inside a car parked on a 
vacant lot.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) —The federal government, in a six- 
month campaign of blows by regulatory and tax officials, 
has knocked financier C. Arnholt Smith out of the 
management of both the corporations that were the 
foundations of his business empire 
Smith has characterized the moves as an abuse of bureau­ 
cratic power by federal officials carrying on a vendetta 
against him for his long friendship with and financial 
support of President Nixon 
A civil fraud suit against Smith by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission was settled out of court Wednesday. 
U.S. District Judge Iceland Nielsen, who announced the 
settlemen, said Smith will resign as chairman of the board 
of Westgate-Califorma Corp., the conglomerate he founded 
in 1960 
Previous government actions, beginning last May, forced 
Smith out of the chairmanship of the other pillar of his 
business interests, U.S. National Bank, stripped him of the 
bank, and slapped him with a $22 8 million tax lien, believed 
to be the biggest against an individual in the history' of the 
country. 


P ric e of n ew sp rint up S25 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Canadian International Paper Co., 
Ltd. is raising the price of newsprint in the United States 
and Canada by $25 a ton to $200, effective Nov 1. 
The company’s announcement Wednesday came as a 
surprise because a number of other large paper companies 
had said they would not raise the price to $200 until next 
July. These companies had announced that the price would 
be raised by year-end from the present range of $168 $175 to 
$183-$190 a ton. 
Another Canadian producer, Domtar, Ltd., also raised 
the price Wednesday, but by only $15 to $190 a ton Domtar 
later said it would have to consider its position in view of 
Canadian International’s $25 raise. 
A long strike of five of Canadian International’s mills in 
eastern Canada was settled only a week ago This strike and 
other factors in the industry had caused severe newsprint 
shortages which forced some newspapers to curtail the size 
of their editions.

It is the circular symbol of 
the Los Angeles L a k e rs’ 
ch a m p io n sh ip season of 
1971-72. 
•It was the only champion­ 
ship won by the Lakers in the 
14 seasons that Baylor was 
with the team. Irony is that 
Baylor had retired as an ac­ 
tive player after only a 
handful of games into the 
season. Instead of suffering 
bereavement, and nearly in a 
sense dem o n stratin g the 
severe realities of a physical 
business, the Lakers went on 
a record 33-game winning 
streak, and to an eventual ti­ 
tle. 
Baylor, meanwhile, out in 
the cold, could only embrace 
his icy statistics — third 
highest scorer in NBA histo­ 
ry, fifth leading rebounder 
although only a 6-5 forward 
- and cuddle the warm 
memories that were ancient 
to all but him. 
If all that weren’t so, it 
ought to have been. Today, he 
denies those feelings. “I was 
happy for the fans of L.A., 
and for the guys who worked 
so hard for the title," said 
Baylor. “And 1 couldn’t con­ 
tribute what I once could.

Fuel crisis challenge 


There may be one useful consequence of 
the war in the Middle East — the attention 
it has focused on the possibility of an Arab 
“oil squeeze' 
and beyond that, on the 
whole 
question 
of 
energy 
in 
an 
industrialized world. 
Any squeeze play against the United 
States is not considered likely at this time. 
Even though it may be tried, the country 
could ride it out. 
Not so in the future, however, if current 
figures for consumption, for domestic 
production and for importation of Mideast 
oil are extrapolated toward the end of the 
decade. 


Thus the United States must take steps 
now to ensure that it can never be made 
the victim either of petroleum blackmail 
or of a dislocation of the world's monetary 
system bv virtue of the immense dollar 
reserves the oil exporting countries are 
accumulating. It must take steps not only 
for its own security but in the interest of 
whatever small hopes for peace in the 
Middle East have not been smashed by this 
latest war. 
The United States will never again be 


self-sufficient in oil — not as we have 
become accustomed to using it. Already, 
John A. Love, White House energy chief, 
suggests that gasoline rationing may be 
next in line after government controls on 
home heating oil, propane and similar 
fuels. And it has nothing to do with any 
real or potential Arab oil squeeze. 
It is true that there exists significant, 
untapped reserves of oil and natural gas. 
Modern techniques could ultimately find 
and recover nearly 200 billion barrels of oil 
and 850 trillion cubic feet of natural gas 
from seabeds ranging off the U.S. coast 
from Maine to Alaska, according to the 
U.S. Geological Survey. 
Yet even should domestic oil production 
ever again catch up with our continually 
soaring consumption, the fact remains 
that oil and gas are simply too valuable as 
chemical storehouses to be burned. 
Rationing, voluntary conservation and 
accelerated 
exploitation 
of 
reserves 
are 
only 
short-term 
measures. 
The 
ultimate answer lies in the development of 
new and different sources of energy — 
nuclear, 
solar, 
geotherm al, 
coal 
gasification, the wind and the tides.

self-enhancement at the expense of 
the people's liberty, and although 
the definition of a crime is often 
capricious, and can even be a 
reflection of idiosyncratic cultural 
traditions, making it for instance 
perfectly okay to promise to make 
someone a iudge when you come to 
power, or even vice president, it is 
in fact wrong for money to pass 
hands. 
What you cannot tolerate, 
in 
politics, 
is 
precisely 
what 
is 
required in law: 
a consideration. 
Mr. Agnew knew all this, and it 
really 
would 
not 
affect 
one’s 
judgment of what he did if he could 
prove that while Governor he had 
awarded the contract to paint the 
ceiling of the Sistine Chapel to 
Michelangelo. He looked us all in the 
eyes and said he was not guilty, had 
done nothing wrong, was being 
persecuted 
by 
the 
Justice 


Department, would not resign, and 
we believed him. 
I think it right that we should have 
believed him. But I think it wrong 
that because we have over several 
years now treated Mr. Agnew and 
the ideas Mr. Agnew is associated 
with as inseparable, that we should, 
in order to attempt to salvage 
those ideas, attempt to salvage Mr. 
Agnew. 
The temptation — our 
temptation — is, really, to salvage 
our own pride. The temptation is to 
say, as so many said to themselves 
about Alger Hiss: the man I trust is 
therefore trustworthy. 
It is the highest tribute to Mr. 
Agnew to take his ideals so seriously 
as to apply them to Agnew himself. 
To say that the guilty should be 
removed 
from 
power, 
however, 
great the sacrifice to those of us who 
are benefit. That we are mature 
enough to make moral decisions and 
abide by the consequences. That we 
are so gravely committed to high 
standards of behavior, that we are 
willing to renounce those who stray 


from those high standards — even if 
they are our friends and heroes. 


It is a terrible irony that at the 
moment in history when liberalism 
is sputtering in confusion, empty of 
resources, we should be plagued as 
we are by weak and devious men. 
The 
terrible 
sadness 
of 
Spiro 
A g n e w ’s 
e x i s t e n c e 
touches 
everything conservatives do today: 
our mainfestoes, our analysis, our 
hymns and our laughter. Through 
their participation in this adversity 
they 
must 
seek 
strength, 
such 
strength 
as 
they 
derive 
from 
knowing 
that 
Mr. 
Agnew 
was 
profoundly right about many of the 
causes of our decline, that though he 
proved to be a physician who could 
not heal himself, in his words as 
uttered over four years, there were 
the rocks of truth, and to these 
truths, 
however 
dazed 
and 
saddened, 
conservatives 
must 
rededicate 
themselves, 
without 
hesitation, with faith, with hope and 
with charity.
